JAPAN. 

Plague — Subsidence at Nagoya and Yokkaichi. 

Information dated January 23, 1917, indicates the subsidence of 
plague at Nagoya and Yokkaichi, Japan, no case having been noti- 
fied at Nagoya since December 24, and none at Yokkaichi later than 
December 16, 1916. The outbreak at Yokkaichi began early in 
November, and from November 12 to December 16, 1916, 32 cases 
with 12 fatalities were notified. The population of Yokkaichi is 

about 27,000. 

MEXICO. 

Typhus — Durango. 

According to information dated February 17, 1917, typhus became 
epidemic at Durango during the fall of 1916, having been present 
throughout the year. It is believed that the infection was intro- 
duced from Zacatecas, where, during the winter of 1915-16, the disease 
was epidemic. During the period from November 1 to 15, 1916, the 
daily number of typhus deaths at Durango was estimated at 15. By

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January 15, 1917, the estimated number of daily fatalities from typhus 
was 25. The estimated population of Durango during that period 
was from 45,000 to 50,000. Typhus is reported present on ranches 
in the vicinity of Durango, with a high rate of mortality. 

PERU. 

Paragonimiasis— Made Notifiable. 

Paragonimiasis has been recognized since 1910 as existing in Peru. 
The disease is believed to have been introduced by Asiatic immigra- 
tion occurring during the past 15 years. The first appearance of 
the infection was observed on some estates situated near the coast. 
Paragonimiasis has been included among the diseases made notifiable 
in Peru.
